Informational Meeting – June 25, 2008 - 6:30 p.m. – Town Hall

Chairman Frey called meeting to order at 6:30 p.m. 

 

Meeting was held to allow the public to comment on the draft Development Agreement concerning the 

Bristol Square subdivision.  History of development was explained to audience by Chairman Frey and he 

read through the Development Agreement. 

 

Comments were taken regarding developer having access onto Sunnyview Road and the possibility of 

relocating the Zarling access to the north between Courtland and Glendale.  There were concerns whether 

Rusch owned the vacant lots of on Norton Ave.  And questions on how the voting would be handled.  

Board replied explaining the voting procedure that will take place being one vote per parcel in the Jackson 

Heights area in the Town of Oshkosh. 

 

MOTION MADE BY TOM WHITE, SECONDED BY ROGER GAMS, TO HAVE THE RESIDENTS 

CAST THEIR VOTE TO AGREE OR DISAGREE WITH THE DRAFT DEVELOPMENT 

AGREEMENT.  MOTION CARRIED.  

 

An advisory vote was taken whether people agreed or disagreed with the contents of the draft 

Development Agreement. 

 

Result was 22 voted (one vote per parcel in the Jackson Height area in the Town of Oshkosh-62 parcels in 

total). 

 

13 were in favor 

9 were not in favor 

 

A citizen committee will be organized to work with the town and subdivision developers on working out 

further stipulations beyond the agreement. 

 

Chairman Frey will contact town attorney John St. Peter on what to do next on vacating Norton Ave access 

from Hwy 76.
